REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to an emulsion of large, abrasive sharp edged magnesium and/or aluminum oxide coated with 
methicone. The emulsion further comprises gel-like carries, which are useful for skin 
rejuvenation. The prior art of Fowler et al (USPN 5,753,245) recognizes the abrasive properties 
of aluminum oxide particles, though the reference does not recognize of teach the particle size or 
coating limitations of the instant claims. The reference does not recognize the methicone coating 
along with its' distinct concentration and subsequent applicatipn and testing process as described ; 
in the instant claims. This combination creates a covalent bond that produces a superior product. 
The product of the instant claims is less expensive than similar dermabrasive products. For these' 
reason the claims are noel of the prior art.
